The reason: the gtrik 
has just spread to Kennecott's Baltimore refinine plant which refines the company's Chilean 
copper - it's that Chilean copper (produced by sl/day Chilean Jebor rs) which has up to ne 
allowed Kennecott to smugly watch its workers starve, Washington's concern couldn't be moye 
transparent, :

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Other examples of Federal government strike-breaking are too numerous to mention, Now is 
government intervention limited to the national level. Pennsylvania's Govemor recently cdlled 
out the Guard to stop a mine workers orgenizing drive.

Land omled 
yy major realty interests and banks would be drastically reduced in value. 

Part of the reason the Port Authority is raising tolls is to finance the constructjon of nc 
dlers and terminals. The chicf gainers from such new construction will be big shipping inteyes<

We are raising a fundanental principle in the bridge campaign. We.are for making social 
mprovements badly needed by the people of the Philadelphia area. But we are absolutely opposec 
o the present methods of financing these improvements. In general we believe that gross profit 
‘ade in production, trade, services, and real estate speculation represent the fund created ae 
ociety in excess of wages, with which the citym state or port authority ‘can create needed soci 
improvements. 

In the case of the bridges we are proposing the following ways of implementing that prin-
